will pot only be allowed, but will nae 
required, to cultivate the soil and 


‘form the yarious industries 


by the Indisn tment the same as 
other Indians. They willebe used from 
time totimeupon the application of the 
agent, or upon the commanding officer’s 
own motion to’ preserve the peace, re- 
port and correct any ir, arities that 
may occur among their own or other 
tribes in the vicinity. Commanditg 
aid the duly ay, 
thorized agents in instructing the 
Indians in, and _ establishing 
among them, ciyil government in 
its simplest form, enabling them to 
settle their differences according to 
the usages of civilization, gradually 
showing its benefits, as contrasted with 
their own barbarous forms and cus- 
tums. To do this effectually will re- 
quire different forms to suit the pecu- 
liarities of the different tribes, and the 
agents of the several reservations are 
requested to meet the officers com- 
manding the military on their respec- 
tive reservations and agree upon the 
necessary forms, being careful not to 
make them too complicated at first for 
the comprehension of the tribes to 
50| which they are to be applied, leaving 
them to be enlarged with their capa- 
bilities, so that When the auxiliary 
force can be dispensed with they 
will be capable of self government 
and eventually beeome good cit- 
izens. While they should not be 
judged harshly for acts which im 


‘the civil codes would constitute minor 


offenses, care should.also be taken that 
they do not succeed in deceiving their 
agents and the officers in matters of 
greater importance, being careful to 
treat them as children in ignorance, 
not in innocence. The Commandin 
General, after making a through -au 
exhaustive examination among the In- 
dians of the eastern and southern parts 
of this Territory, regrets to say that he 
finds among them a general feeling of 
distrust and want of confidence in the 
whites, especially the soldiers, and 
also that much dissatisfaction, danger- 
ous to the peace of the country, exists 
among them. 
Directions to officers: Officers and | 
soldiers serving in this department are 
f the fundamental 
rinciples of the military character is 
justice to all, Indians as well as white 
men, and that disregard of this princi- 
ple is likely to bring about hostilities 
and cause the death of the very per- 
sons whom they are sent here to pro- 
tect. In all dealings with the Indians 
officers must. be careful, not only to 
observe the strictest fidelity, but to 


make no promises not in their power 


to carry out. All grievances arising 
wit n their jurisdiction should be re- 
dressed, so that an accumulation of 
them may not cause an outbreak. 
Grievances, however petty, if per- 
mit to . accumulate, will be 
like embers that smoulder and 
eventually break into flame. When 
officers are applied to for the employ- 
ment of force against Indians they 
should thoroughly satisfy themselves 
of the necessity for the application and 
and of the jeanty of compli 
ance therewith, order that 
they may not, the inexpert- 
ence of others or through their own 
hastiness, allow troops under them to 
become the instruments of oppression. 
There must be no division of responsi- 
bility in the matter; each officer will 
be held toa strict accountability that 
his actions have been fully authorized 
by law and justice, and that Indians 
evincing a desire to enter upon a career 
of peace shall have no cause for com- 
plaint through hasty or injudicious 
acts of the military.
